Saving Chilled Lambs 
Prevent* Heavy Losses 

Chilling of new-born lamb*, which 
ia reaponaible for a heavy lo** nulfer- 
*d *ach year by Kentucky ahcep 
raiarra, may br avoided by tak ng 
the chilled animal* to th* lire and 
gradually warming thrm either hy 
placing thrm in warm water or hy 
cm ring them with bran or cloth*, 
ahcep apecialitta say. Chilling ia 
one of the moat important point* 
for aheep m*n to guard agamat dur- 

"A day or tw'o before th* lamb 1* 
due. the ewe ahould be placed by 
hervelf ao thai there will be no dan- 
ger of iiji.ry from crowding, "L. J. 
Horwrher, sheep apecialiat at the 
College of Agriculture ha* rmpha.n- 
ed in auggr.t .,ii« to furmera. "The 
grain ration ahould be reduced an.l 
nothing but good, clean, bright hay. 
eithrr clover or alfalfa, ahould be 
f*d. 

"If th* *w*a have had plenty of 
*xrm*r during the winter and are 
in a healthy, vigor oua condition, 
they will rrquire little attrntlon and 
may lamb in th* open with safety 
aa lung aa the weather continue* to 
be mild. However, if the ewe* are 
aluggiah and over-fat, the lamb may 
lie weak when bom and for thi* 
reaeon. it 1* nrceaaary that it he aa- 
aiatrd in nursing a* o.-n aa poaaiblr. 

"In caaea where the ewe 
to own her lamb, the difficulty 
be overcome by drawing some of the 
mother'* milk on it. In extreme 
• aces, it may he nrceaaary to tie the 
mother so that ah* cannot get away. 
After the young animal* have nursed 
a few time* they, ahould be able to 
take rare of themselves. 

"(■'or the first two or three day* 
after lambing, the ewe ahoul.i receive 
little or no gtwin but ahould b* giv- 
en all the hay ahe will oat. A heavy 
grain ration may cause an exrra* nf 
milk which re*ult* ia 
About three day* after the 
born, a amall amount of grain made 
up of equal parte of oat* and bran 
may he fed with good result*. This 
'hould be UsCftsMaaj gradually until 
at the end of two weeks the ewe is 
receiving about one pound of grain
